It  seemed  that 
we  were  much  closer  together  in  this  last 
year, sharing  our  joys  and  sorrows  to¬ 
gether.  We  really  studied  because  we  were 
all  looking  forward  to  graduation  and  to  the 
goal  for  which  we  had  worked  and  studied 
so  long.  The  majority  of  the  boys  in  our 
class  became  champion  football  players  and 
were  very  happy  to  help  win  a  trophy  for 
the  second  time.  We  receivedour  class 
rings,  and  our  senior  play  “An  Apple  for 
Eve”  was  a  great  success. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  all 
the  teachers  whose  help,  guidance,  in¬ 
terest,  and  patience  helped  us  towin  this 
goal.
